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Sffe&s : For the revolution. of the fixed 
Stars is finiſht but in fix and thirty thoy- 
ſand years, bu: the Viventhipols, og life of 
man , generally exceeds not three reyoly- 
tions of Satars , tit is to ſay, the ſpace 
of ninety years , very few exceed that ape 
(though poilibly ſome may , by che addition 
of the years of ſome Planets to the years 
of the Alcocoden) intheir Nativities, which 
bears no conformity or propertion with 
36050 years to' compleat the cffefs of 
their influences.

Sayiour's days, called Foban Baitadeus, be- 
cauſe he had impouliſled the Lord as he was 
led co be crncified , Who ſaid ro him, Thug 
ſhalt expeth_ or wait for me, 1ill I come, The 
aforeſzid Rich ard 1 ſaw at Ravenna, in the 
year 1223; and the ſaid 7ohn is ſaid to

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fach os in my time was the Emperor Fred. 
rick the Second , who when he was indi- 
gent and in great neceſity, was arrived to 
the Imperial Dignity, and brought under 
his obediznce all Apalia, the Kinggom of 
Sicily , Feruſalem, Cracovia, Italian, and 
the whole Roman Empire ( except of Lom- 
bardy ) ſubduing all Enemies, Traitors and 
Rebels, and remained in thet illuſtrious 
flouriſhing condition; yet at laſt died mi- 
ſerably,being poyloned by his Domeſticks, 
and all his Family extirpated; fo that ſcarce 
any of them remained. Sncht another way 
Ecilizus de Romano , who when he was but 
mean, was far cxatted aboye 2!l other [ts 
lians, for he ruled, andas it were tyran- 
nized oyer the Marquiſate 0! Treyes, even 
rp Almaine and Trent , and within four or 
five miles of Venice, and his Tyranny con. 
tinued twenty fix years ; but at laſt all 
theſe glories were overcaſt with calamity, 
for when it ſeemed impoſitble to ſtipprels 
him, he fell into the hands of his Enemics 
at a Batcel in the County of Mediolanenſ 
apud Caſſianum, and died wretched, and all 
| his poſterity was deſtroy'd,not one of them 
remainips. In the fame manner there wa 
qne in the Kinzdom of Apalias , of baſe 
deſcent , called Peter de Vines, who when 
he was a Schollar at Bowonia, was force

to beg for his living, and had not bread 
0 eat, yet made Notary , and after that 


oy Protonotary of the Court of the Emperor 
 } Frederick the Second ; he became a Judge, 
ot and climed to ſuch a grandeur, that he was 
ad happy that could obtain the leaſt of his fa= 
Mg yor, for whatever he did theEmperor would 


confirm 2 but himſelt would often ſet afide 
what had been eſtabliſhed by the Emperor, 
who made him Lord of Fpulia : whereby 
he grew ſorich , that he had ten thouſand 


other Treaſures almoſt ineftimable , yet in 
the end he fell, and was reduced to ſuch 
miſery, that the Emperor ordered his eyes 
to be put out:inraged at whicl,out of meer 
indignation he {track ont his own brains 
acainſt a wall, as it was then commonly re- 
ported. Another was at Pyſa,called Smerolay, 
one of the dregs 0! the Vulgar, who came 
tO be (as it 1s (aid) Lord of char Province ; 
nor darſt any of che Nobility tor a while 
contend with him ; yet at laſt he came to 
nothing, After whom one Odds Gualda- 
2ins , a mean fellow, tapered up ſo high, 
that he did as it wer2 ſway the whole City, 
and none would contradidt him p till Galy-

The ſame happened ar Flory- 
tycium , one called Simen Muftagucrs the

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pounds of Gold { Auguſtanenſium ) beſides
